These strikes, though amply justified, were not always made at 
the proper time, and under conditions reasonably insuring suc- 
cess. With the exception of the carmen’s strike, which was 
handled less by the officers of the labor movement than by the 
rank and file of interested unions, these strikes resulted generally 
favorably to the unions. Some of the unions had demonstrated 
great lack of discipline and co-ordination in their affairs. Hence, 
it became Gallagher’s desire and task to establish thorough disci- 
pline, respect for authority in the councils or trade unions, and 
the upbuilding of a spirit of mutual assistance in all controversies 
with employers. 

The great Los Angeles strike gave an opportunity to effect 
many new reforms and methods to establish the harmony re- 
quired to bring about proper results in the larger mass move- 
ments of the organized workers. 

The authority of international unions and of the American 
Iederation of Labor was re-established on a sound basis, with 
the effect that in a few years nearly every union represented in 
the Council became re-affiliated with its proper international. 
The patience and energy required to accomplish these results 
can be appreciated only by those who took part in the struggles 
to incarnate the spirit of solidarity in the local organizations. 
Today, at his retirement, Brother Gallagher may safely rest 
assured that no local union or any considerable portion of organ- 
ized labor in this city questions the authority of the American 
Federation of Labor to guide and declare the policies of organ- 
ized labor.

Daniel Murphy, who succeeds to the presidency of the 
Council, has been in the trade union movement since boyhood 
and has taken an active part in its affairs, having been district 
organizer for the International Printing Pressmen and Assist- 
ants’ Union for a number of years, and at present is president of 
the San Francisco Web Pressmen’s Union. 

Mr. Murphy is a firm believer in the policies of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, and in the performance of his duties as 
president of the Council will be guided by the principles laid 
down by that body in its laws and decisions. While in the very 
nature of things he can not hope to render, particularly during 
the early days of his incumbency, such services as his predecessor 
found it possible to give to the C nuuncil, it is altogether likely, in 
view of his past record, he will give a good account of his stew-

K. Knowles wanted to pay his tax on 
the installment plan, but since he had the money 
was ordered to hand it all over at-once, which he

J. B. Dale, organizer for the American and the 
State Federations of Labor, has received notice 
withdrawing him from the Stockton field.

LABEL LAW VOID. 


The California Supreme Court Monday voided 


to the contract. 

In issuing the writ, the court declared void a 
resolution of the Board of Supervisors that all 
city printing must bear the union label, on the 
ground that the resolution is in conflict with the 
competitive bidding and monopoly clauses of the 
City Charter. 

As a result of this decision, an amendment to 
the City Charter providing for the printing by 
union labor of all municipal publications will be 
offered to the voters at the next municipal elec- 
tion. To finance a campaign for the passage of 
this amendment, members of the allied printing 
trades are to be assessed. 

In its decision Monday the court also held that 
the Charter amendment providing that a day of 
eight hours, with a wage of $3. must prevail in all 
work done for the city, is void, save where the 
city is the direct employer of the labor employed 
in the work.

Our Birthday -:- 


With this issue the “Labor Clarion” begins its fourteenth year in the field 


of labor journalism. How well it has fulfilled its mission of promoting the 
welfare of the toiler is amply attested by the fact that the year just closed has 
been the most successful in its entire career, as well as by the respected position 
it occupies among the labor journals of the world, and through the deference 
shown it by all classes in its home community. 

The conduct of the paper has been such as to command the respect of 


friend and foe alike. To build up it has worked unceasingly. In the process 


of tearing down it has taken little part. Never has it sought to destroy any 
structure, good or bad, without pointing the way to a better one to replace it, 
because the faith has been strong that there is some good even in bad things if 


but we take the pains to ferret it out. 


We have watched with a critical eye the progress and development of the 
American Federation of Labor, and while that great labor body may have made 
some mistakes as it swung round the circuit of the years, on the whole its conduct 
has been such as to increase our faith in the wisdom of its policies and the 


effectiveness of its methods in promoting the interests of the wage workers of 


the North American continent. There have been criticisms of the policies of the 


American Federation of Labor by well-meaning and sincere men, particularly 
with the policy of rigidly adhering to trade autonomy and assuming the position 
of adviser and friend rather than that of dictator and ruler, but the “Labor 
Clarion” has always maintained, in the light of the past history of labor’s struggles 
for emancipation from the chains that held it in the grip of drudgery and misery, 
that the policy was a sound one and better suited to the needs of the w age worker 
in his efforts to improve his lot than would be the mandatory and dictatorial 
policy advocated by the critics of the labor movement as represented by the 
American Federation of Labor. 

It is doubtless true that a wise and honest dictator might better govern the 
movement than can the great mass of the membership, but we are living in a 
democratic age—in an age where men place a high value upon freedom and 
independence, and where they are better satisfied with a government of their 
own, bungling and incompetent as it may be, than with the rule of the iron hand 
even of a benevolent despot. Satisfied independence is the thing sought after 
by every lover of democracy, and by none with a more ardent craving than the 
wage workers of our country in particular, but of the wide world in general. 
Then why should the policy which has enabled us to reach our present position 
of freedom, independence and comfort, meager as they are, be changed for a 
policy which has been repudiated by the world’s best minds because of its hurtful 
tendencies? 

On this day, starting on our fourteenth year, we feel that better advice than 
the admonition to stick to the policies and principles which have been tried and 
found true could not be given to the hosts of toil. 

The “Labor Clarion” as its contribution to the struggle for better things 
can but announce that it will in the future, as in the past, st

“Women to wear hats that shut up like men’s 
this summer,” is a headline in a daily paper. We 
had been led to believe that not even a woman’s 
hat could be shut up, but still it may be true. 


The old worship of military heroes must pass. 
The new recognition of heroes of peace must 
grow. The old worship of riches and title must 
pass. The new recognition of poor and humble 
men and women of goodness and service, must 
grow. The standards of honor are changing. 


If the European war does nothing else for this 
country it will force us to manufacture many 
things we formerly imported from the warring 
nations. When we start to manufacturing these 
articles it is not probable we will ever cease to 
do so, and the gain to American labor will be of 
a permanent character. There is no incentive to 
progress half so potent as necessity. 


Tf the union label is worth anything to the 
labor movement surely it is worth the slight 
inconvenience of demanding it on purchases, and 
it is quite generally conceded by thoughtful per- 
sons that it is a most powerful instrument for 
good when properly used. Do your duty by mak- 
ing it even more powerful in the future than in 
the past. 


If we are to believe the advocates of militarism, 
the conquest of the United States by some of the 
great military powers would be such a simple task 
that they may take possession of the country 
some morning before breakfast. A few thousand 
miles of ocean over which millions of men must 
be transported is nothing to bother the militarists 
who have war materials to sell.

Of approximately every five hundred persons in 
the United States in 1910, there was one an in- 
mate of an insane asylum. The exact figures ex- 
pressed in a recent report of the Census Bureau, 
state that in a typical community of 200,000 per- 
sons, equally divided as to sex, 208 of the males 
and 200 of the females would be found in the 
In the course of a year, 72 males 
and 60 females would be admitted to the asylums. 
In 1880 the total number of inmates in insane 
asylums in the United States included 20,635 males 
and 20,307 females. Thirty years later the num- 
ber of male inmates had increased to 98,695, and 
the number of female in mates to 80,096. The 
excess of men among admissions in 1910 indicated 
a still further increase in the proportion, namely, 
128 males to 100 females. An analysis of these 
admissions as to the specific forms of insanity 
involved brings to light the interesting fact that 
if alcoholic psychosis and general paralysis are 
deducted, the proportion of the sexes is practical- 
ly the same. The diseases mentioned, says “The 
Journal of the American Medical Association,” 
would seem to be those which, generally, are the 


result of dissipation. Alcohol and syphilis again

If things keep on as they have been goiny for 
the past few years, it will be much casier for an 
American citizen to go to jail and stay there than 
it will be to keep out of jail. Every now and 
them some individual or some clique bobs up with 
a brand [ 


new 


plan for turning some of us into 


criminals. The number of new ways for getting 


a man into jail is surprising. Wisconsin has its 


“eugenics Jaw,’ which makes it a felony for a 
couple to marry without undergoing a physical 
examination. The Illinois Legislature, at its pres 
ent session, will gravely consider the passage of 
a similar criminal statute. Other States are being 
asked to pass laws making it a felony for a citizen 
to have any liquor in his home, even for medicinal 
purposes. One State has a law against dancing 
the tango. The Indiana anti-cigarette law never 
has been repealed, and the State has, as a result, 
several hundred thousand perfectly good citizens 
who could be arrested and sent to jail any day. 
Perhaps the most striking development of our 
government is that the laws are not made by all 
the people nor by representatives of the people, 
but by small cliques, highly organized, and tte- 
mendously cnergized over particular questions. 
These cliques are determined to force their views 
on other questions upon them. The question is 
never asked whether the supposed offenses against 
the community are as bad as the penalties in- 
Hicted. There seems to be in the air a mania to 
find new ways of imprisoning American citizens. 
and yet, is there anything that can be as bad for 
the individual or the nation as a man in jail who 
can possibly be kept out?
